to Use Dormltoriee and Swimming 


Fool—Scholarshipa Offered. 
School teachers from nearly every 
county in the state are registering for 
the coming session of the Summer 
School of the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania. 
The term will begin on July 5 
and will continue for six weeks until 
August 16. Lectures upon almost every 
branch of knowledge, together with 
excursions about Philadelphia and so­ 
cial entertainments of various kinds, 
will combine to make a pleasant va­ 
cation for the students. 
The feature which is attracting the 
greatest 
number of persons is the 
School of Observation. This is a model 
school which will be conducted by 
sixteen of the most expert teachers in 
the United States. These instructors 
have been selected from the cities 
throughout the country which are be­ 
lieved to have the finest systems of 
public education. The model school 
will have eight grades, two of which 
will be ungraded. There will be a 
teacher in charge of 
each of 
the 
grades, while the eight other teachers 
will demonstrate how children abouid 
be taught music, gymnastics, swim 
ming, gardening and industrial work. 
For Rural Teachers. 
Especial attention will be paid to 
the ungraded work, which will be con­ 
ducted with a view to helping the 
teachers In the rural districts solve 
some of the problems which confront 
them. The famous Batavia system of 
Individual instruction will also be ll 
lustrated 
by an exponent 
of 
that 
method. 
About 200 children will act 
as the pupils for the model school, 
which is located on the edge of the 
university campus. 
The sessions of 
the school will tie from nine until 
half past eleven every morning Dur­ 
ing this time the regular primary and 
grammar 
school 
branches 
will 
be 
taught the children, together with a 
half hour of organized play aud phy­ 
sical exercise. 
For the remainder of the day the 
men and women who register in the 
Summer School will be able to pursue 
their favorite lines of study. There Is 
no prescribed work. The teachers will 
be permitted to do just as much or as 
little as they like. 
The courses In psychology are ex­ 
pected to be the most popular There 
are thirteen of these, a majority of 
which have to do with the study of 
the 
child. 
An exhibition class of 
twenty 
backward 
children 
will 
be 
taught by Miss Elizabeth Farrell. In 
•-pertor of ungraded classes In New 
York city. 
She will show how the In 
corrigible, stupid and retarded boy* 
and girls who visit the psychological 
clinic of the university may lie edu 
rated. Another of the courses in pay 
chology is that in educational psy­ 
chology which considers the develop­ 
ment of the child from the germ cell 
to the age of fourteen years and dis 
russe* the Influences of heredity, en 
virontnent and disease. 
Special Gymnasium Work. 
The university gymnasium will bo 
thrown open to the students In the 
Bummer School. 
A corps of doctors, 
professors and instructors will deliver 
lectures and illustrate 
methods of 
physical training which will enable 
tho students to qualify aa physical 
directors. 
Both men and women are 
registering for this course. 
During 
certain hours the university swimming 
pool will bo reserved exclusively for 
the women 
An abundance of courses Is offered 
In all of the modern and ancient lan­ 
guages, in history, the Ane arts, in so­ 
ciology, economics, the sciences and 
architecture 
In addition the students 
will find plenty of opportunity for so­ 
cial pleasures. Popular lectures, re­ 
ceptions, teas and excursions through 
Philadelphia and the vicinity will con­ 
tribute to the amusement and recrea­ 
tion of men and women 
alike 
Trips 
also will be taken In connection with 
some of the courses, as In physical 
and commercial geography and botany. 
The students In geography will visit 
the wharves and docks of Philadelphia 
and will be given in this way an Idea 
of the vast shipping interests of the 
state. 
They will also inspect repre­ 
sentative m anufactures in and about 
the city. Those who take the course 
in botany will not only make sieu r 
slona to the haunts of the various 
local wild flowers, but will also nave 
the use of the botanic 
gardens and 
the bot houses of the 
university, in 
which grow every species of plant. 
Two of the best houses in the dor 
initory system have been reaerved for 
the women 
In charge of these will be 
responsible chaperons. The houses will 
be separated from those occupied by 
the men by the entire length of tbe 
system. 
A large reception room In 
one of the dormitory houses will fur 
nlsh a social center for the students 
Through the agency of the Mothers 
Congress, the Christian Temperance 
Union and other organizations, a Durn 
ber of scholarships to the Summer 
School have been provided Teacher* 
throughout the state will be eliglhb 
for these scholarships. The directo* 
of tbe Summer School Is Dr. A. Dun 
m n Yocum, professor of pedagogy.

NOVEL TYPE OF ENGINE. 


Revolving Cylinder Opsrstoa Inlet, Ex­ 
haust and Circulator. 
An explosion engine with an axially 
revolving cylinder th at constitutes. 
among other things, its own inlet and 
exhaust valves, reversing gear and 
w ater pump la the rem arkable inven­ 
tion of an English engineer, says Popu­ 
lar Mechanics. 
The two views given herewith show 
the main features of the engine. 
The 
larger drawing in the accompanying 
illustration is an external view with 
part of the w ater Jacket casing and 
cylinder broken away to show the In­ 
terior parts. 
The sm aller drawing 
shows the revolving cylinder. 
The cylinder Is rotated at one quar­ 
ter of the engine speed by worm gear-

ing. 
Inside the head of the external 
casing are four ports, arranged oppo 
•lte each other in pairs. 
The ports 
work with a pair of diam etrically op­ 
posite ports in the cylinder head, one 
of which is shown in both Illustrations. 
These ports comprise the valves when 
working against each other, both for 
Inlet and exhaust. 
The revolution of the cylinder, be­ 
tides causing Inlet and exhaust and 
circulating tile cooling water, also au ­ 
tomatically laps the piston rings and 
grinds the valves, thus keeping the 
(•earing parts perfectly true. 
Revers­ 
ing can be accomplished by casting in 
extra ports and fitting a valve to al­ 
low either aet of port openings to be 
used for forw ard or backward run­ 
ning respectively.

called 
a 
“cylinder valve" engine to distinguish 
It from other tyf*es.

w ater and th at the molecules of ad­ 
jacent pieces coalesced the same as 
lead when subjected to a much less 
pressure. This interesting fact bas an 
unpleasant side. as several machine 
tool builders have discovered. 
It had 
become a common practice to bush 
working parts with a certain bronze, 
these bushings being forced luto the 
boles 
with 
co eldership 
pressure. 
When the bearing part* were immedi­ 
ately put to use little or no trouble 
was ex|K*rlenced. but when laid away 
In the stock room for s<>m<^ponHis the 
bronze fM»arings were likely to seize 
the shafts and make refitting neces­ 
sary. 
The cause Is that the bronze 
flows inward under the pressure of the 
cast Iron part bolding It and reduces 
the shaft clearance to aero. 
Tills has 
happened only, of course, where the 
allowed limits of clearance have been 
narrow, a change of bore diam eter of 
one-thousandth of an Inch perhaps tie­ 
ing sufficient to cause trouble. 


Cutting a Carboy. 
The method of breaking small tattles 
or vessels at the place wanted with s 
kerosene soaked string Is well known, 
but HiIh method doe* not work so well 
with the larger vessel*. The following 
Is a method given by a contemporary 
by which any sizisl glass vessels can 
be broken as, for example, a glass 
tuti to tie made out of a carboy. 
Fill 
the vessel with cold w ater up to the 
point at which It is to Is* broken. Pour 
enough tsilllug oil over the w ater to 
make a good coat on the surface and 
before the oil bas time to cool dash 
cold w ater on the outside of the ves 
eel. 
A clean break at the contact 
point of oil and w ater Is said to result.
